Florida farmers received. $1, 
259,844 during 1948 as their 
share of benefits under the Ag- 
ricultural Conservaton Program, 
according to R. S Dennis, Flor- 
ida Production and Marketing 
Administration executive offi- 
cer. 3 

This money went’ to 21,172! 
farms and represented. half- ef 
the out-of-pocket cash outlays 
for conservation practices car- 
ried out during this past year. 
The Agricultural Conserva- 
tion Program was adopted. in 
1936 as a means of obtaining 
maximum conservation on the 
largest possible number of 
farms in an effort to improve 
and conserve the basic soil re- 
sources of the nation. 

Under the program, the farm- 
er adopts accepted soil conserv- 
ation practices and his cost is 
equally shared by the govern- 
ment, up to a $500 maximum. 
‘This method has proven sing- 
ularly effective towards reali- 
zing the aims of the program, 
said Dennis. 

Some 22,093 Florida farmers 
shared the payments, which 
involved more than 11 million 
acres of farm land. 

Practices carried out in- 
cluded seeding of 27,719 acres 
to permanent pasture, planting 
of 5,228 acres of forest trees, 
16,280 acres of raw land cleared 


es, and many other practices 
which will increase the utiliza- 
tion of Florida soil. 

Nearly half the farms earn- 
ing payment contained less 
than 60 acres of farm land and 
80 percent of them had less 
than 220 acres. This is signifi- 
cant, says Dennis, because it 
indicates that operators of 
small farms are availing them- 
selves of the opportunity to fol- 
low a sound conservation. policy 
on their farms.
